WASHINGTON, March 24— The 


house today came to grips on the 
manufacturers sales tax with gal- 
leries crowded and the air sur- 
charged with excitement.

action.

TO CUT REVENUE 


With these changes the tax is 


estimated to produce $460,000,000 
instead of $595,000,000 as origin- 
ally proposed for an emergency 
period ending June, 1934. 


The manufacturers tax describ- 


ed by leaders as the "heart" of the 
bill is neccessary if Congress is to 
balance the budget without plac- 
ing hardships on a few particular 
industries, Crisp maintained. 


It was attacked by opponents —• 


Representative 
Doughton Demo- 


crat of North Carolina, Rankin, 
Democrat of Mississippi, and La- 
Guardia, Republican of New York 
—as "an attempt to shift the tax 
burden to the poor people," of the 
nation. 


The committee was prepared if 


the tax is defeated to recommend 
taxes to take its place. 


These include a one cent a gal- 


lon tax on gasoline, tax on domest- 
ic .cnnsumption of electricity and 
gas, stamp tax'on'checks and other 
sales and similiar.leayies, etc.

to wipe out the treasury deficit.
